COUNCIL chiefs have admitted 
the dramatic increase in fuel costs 
will be reflected in council tax levels 
in future years - if they are to avoid 
cutting services. 

Maidstone council’s chief finance officer, Derek 
Williamson, said the fuel price hike “will play a 
key part when the council set future budgets and 
council tax levels.” 

This announcement comes just a week after 
The Local Government Association released figures 
showing the fuel bill for councils in England 
and Wales has increased from £541 million two 
years ago, to £780 million for 2008-9, resulting in 
councils across the country cutting services. 

But officials at Maidstone council say they are 
using money available in its current budget to pre¬ 
vent this happening in the county town. 

Mr Williamson said: “Rising fuel bills will 
inevitably affect the council’s current cost base, but 
we will be looking to contain these costs within 
available resources without impacting on services.” 

As a consequence of the rising costs, some councils 
in other parts of the country have been dipping into 
contingency funds amounting to £120,000 to keep 
them going for this year. 

And others have been clubbing together and 
bulk buying their fuel in order to get the best 
possible price. 

Mr Williamson said: ‘We are teaming up with 
other councils. We get our electricity and gas 
through an energy buying group/partner. 

“There are many local authority members in 
the south of England who, with us, have joined 
together to obtain the best prices available through

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Widdy defends 
'yes' vote over 
MP wage rise

ANN Widdecombe voted 
for a pay rise for MPs even 
though she already earns 
nearly £400,000 a year. 

The Conservative Maidstone and 
Weald MP was in favour of increasing 
her salary from £61,820 to £64,634 
during a vote at the House of 
Commons on July 3. 

But the majority of MPs voted 
against the pay rise, which if passed 
would have increased their salaries 
by an annual percentage and by an 
additional £650 in 2009 and 2010. 

The former Shadow Home 
Secretary also voted to keep a 
£23,000 cost allowance for MPs to 
buy furniture, household goods and 
make home improvements with 
taxpayers’ money. 

This proposal was won by 28 votes 
during the session of Parliament. 

Recommended 

Miss Widdecombe yesterday 
defended her decision to vote for 
the pay rise, saying it was in line with 
what the senior salaries review 
body and an independent report 
had recommended. 

She said because of the economic 
situation at present, the majority of 
MPs had chosen to delay the pay 
rises by a year. 

The MP said: ‘We never give our¬ 
selves what is recommended, we tried 
to delay that one by a year. We have 
been trying to find a way of not voting 
for our own pay rises for a long time. 

‘When I was first here we had a 
formula which was automatic, which 
linked us to 80 per cent of grade six 
of the civil service. 

“That grade was subsequently 
abolished, we then went on to an 
automatic formula with inflation, 
then, as with every other public body, 
had a pay review at some stage. 

“And ever since then we’ve been 
having these silly votes every year. Of 
course we don’t want to vote on our 
own pay rises.” 

Miss Widdecombe, who will be 
standing down from her position as 
MP for Maidstone and the Weald at

the next General Election, is report¬ 
ed to have earned about £220,000 
this year for her media work and 
speeches, and received a £100,000 
advance for her third and fourth nov¬ 
els, as well as the £60,000 salary for 
being an MP. 

She has attended Parliament to 
cast her vote on issues such as the 
smoking ban, ID cards, the introduc¬ 
tion of foundation hospitals, gay 
rights and anti-terrorism laws. 

But during the last 11 years, Miss 
Widdecombe has supported her con¬ 
stituency fewer times in Parliament. 

From 1997 to 2001 she attended 
56 per cent of parliamentary votes, 
from 2001 to 2005 she was present 
for 51 per cent and from 2005 to now 
her attendance has dropped to 48.6 
per cent. 

Miss Widdecombe said: “There is a dif¬ 
ference in the pattern of Government 
voting and opposition voting because 
Government people vote on every sin¬ 
gle vote and in the opposition we only 
take a view on our own amendments 
and our own motions. 

“There is a command to abstain 
quite a lot of the time. So there is 
always a drop. It always happens, its 
automatic. That is just a fact of life.”

MOTE Park has been described as 
“threatened” in a new list designed 
to protect heritage sites across the 
country. 

English Heritage has completed the first 
phase of an initiative which identifies urban 
and rural sites that could be at risk of being 
neglected, changed inappropriately or left to 
decay. 

And Mote Park, which is owned and managed 
by Maidstone council, has been named as one of 
12 places that are classed as a “high risk area”. 

The protection agency hopes that the 
Heritage at Risk register, which was revealed 
last Tuesday, will encourage people to act before 
it is too late and help save the best of the past 
for the future. 

Cllr Brian Moss, the borough’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for leisure and culture, welcomed the initia¬ 
tive. “Mote Park is hugely important as a his¬ 
toric site and attractive parkland in an urban 
environment,” he said. 

“The council is applying for a £2 million lot¬ 
tery grant to improve public access and facili¬ 
ties within the park. 

“There is much work that needs doing as the 
park has been somewhat neglected and has 
suffered from inappropriate tree planting, 
which has restricted some of the fantastic vis¬ 
tas which were within the park’s original 
design. 

“Increasing public access moves forward the 
council’s objective of promoting healthy living 
and will help to preserve this magnificent asset 
for future generations.” 

The English Heritage list makes England the 
only country in Europe to have comprehensive 


knowledge of the state of its protected sites. 
South East regional director Dr Andy Brown 
said: “Mote Park is a fine example of 19th cen¬ 
tury estate landscape which is at risk owing to 
a lack of coordinated management. 

“However, over the last year Maidstone coun¬ 
cil has made great progress towards improving 
what is one of Maidstone’s greatest assets. 

“Mote Park House and its walled garden are 


being restored. I very much hope that with con¬ 
tinued leadership from the council, the future 
of the parkland itself can also be assured.” 

Mote Park is a Grade II listed site covering 
200 hectares which requires a high standard of 
management to conserve and maintain its his¬ 
toric landscape and leisure potential.

Crack house is 
closed down 

A TENANT has been banned from 
returning to his home after evidence was 
found that his flat was involved in drug 
activity and antisocial behaviour. 

The home, in Willington Street, 
Maidstone, has been shut for three 
months under a closure order, after 
extensive work by Maidstone Housing 
Trust and the police. 

The court order was issued last 
Tuesday and bans anyone, including the 
tenant, from returning to the property. 
The flat has now been boarded up. 

The order came as a result of a police 
operation which saw officers raid 40 
addresses and arrest 32 people in a 
crackdown on the supply network of 
Class A drugs in the county town. 

Insp Adam Jones said: “This closure 
not only stops drugs being sold at this 
address, but also puts an end to the fre¬ 
quent visitors to the property and the 
associated anti-social behaviour, which 
was causing misery for neighbouring 
residents.”

this partnership.” 

The council is also encouraging car 
sharing and has pool bikes to use 
around town, and fuel-efficient pool 
cars for further afield, in a bid to 
reduce the amount of fuel being used. 

Members of councils across the 
country are also calling for all vehi¬ 
cles run by the local authorities, 
such as refuse lorries, to be exempt 
from fuel duty because they feel it’s 
“crazy” they have to pay so much tax 
for something that is beyond their 
control. 

At a press conference last week, 
Chancellor Alistair Darling, despite 
saying he would “look again at 
the fuel duty increase” due in 
October, said the suggested exemp¬ 
tion for council vehicles is unlikely to 
go very far. 

Mr Darling said: “As far as local 
authorities are concerned, the 
amount of money we’ve given them 
over the last few years has been 
increasing and like everyone else 
they need to make sure they antici¬ 
pate the bills they’ve got to meet, 
whether energy or otherwise, and 
they need to deal with that.”

ONE of the UK’s biggest house 
builders has announced it is cut¬ 
ting 1,200 jobs due to the impact 
of the credit crunch. 

Barratt plans to close two departments and 
merge other parts of its business in a bid to 
recover money lost after a sharp drop in the 
number of people buying new homes. 

The company, which employs 6,700 staff, has 
new housing developments in Leyboume Park 
in Bellingham Way, Aylesford, in Ditton and on 
the riverfront in Hart Street, Maidstone. 

Challenging 

Barratt group chief executive, Mark Clare, 
said: “By enhancing our sales capability, reduc¬ 
ing our costs and agreeing a new financial 
package, we have now substantially improved 
our competitive position and are better placed 
to deal with what will be a challenging period.” 

Head of external affairs, Dan Bridgett, told 
Yourmaidstone he was unable to comment on 
whether the company had any loss of earnings 
from its developments in Maidstone. 

But he did reveal total sale completions fell 
by 13.8 per cent in the year to June, compared 
with 2007, and completions for private homes 
fell by 18.4 per cent.

A GRANT will allow the fire service to 
install life-saving sprinkler systems in 
homes in the county town as part of a new 
campaign to protect vulnerable people.

sure people know what it’s all about, which is 
a whole variety of things.” 

The Kent Youth Trials Club had riders 
demonstrating their skills on a dedicated dirt 
track, complete with obstacles at the entrance 
to the heritage area. 

One of its star proteges is seven-year-old 
Ieuan Jones, from Ashford, who has only been 
riding for ten months. 

Dad Tony said: “He loves it - every weekend 
he’s out on the bike, he absolutely adores it 
and spends a couple of days of just solid rid¬ 
ing. He’s in his element.” 

One of the main attractions was the danc¬ 
ing diggers display. Comprising five JCB 3CX 
diggers and one Bobcat mini-loader, the stunt 
team from Diggerland in Strood wowed the 
crowds with versatile formations such as 
leaning on their sides at 90 degrees and per¬ 
forming dare-devil wheelie stunts. 

Team captain Lee Cooper, who has been 
involved with the team for the past 23 years, 
describes their routine as “synchronised 
swimming with diggers”. 

He said: “It’s the first time we’ve been back 
here for about 12 years. We do all of the big 
county shows all over the country and it’s 
good to be at our local one in Kent again.” 


MORE than 100,000 people 
flocked to the Kent Show last 
weekend - leaving the organisers 
struggling to cope. 

Thousands of motorists were left fuming as 
they sat in queues of traffic for up to two 
hours to get into the County Showground in 
Detling Hill on Sunday. 

The show’s general manager, David Goff, 
admitted they had been a victim of their own 
success - and had underestimated the num¬ 
ber of families attending the last day of the 
three-day event. 

He put the congestion down to a system of 
temporary traffic lights and road works 
implemented to block off U-tum junctions. 

Mr Goff said: 'When you have a system, you 
have to run with it. We had a lot of people 
here over the weekend and a lot more on 
Sunday than we thought.” 

But the show itself, now in its 79th year, 
was a huge success - with the Dancing 
Diggers, show-jumping and a giant walking 
robot among the highlights. 

There were more than 900 stalls across the 
250-acre site and a selection of sheep, cows, 
goats and horses battling to win prizes.

One of 
our core roles is to find out what peo¬ 
ple want from policing and I’ll be 
watching with interest to see what the 
public choose as their top anti-social 
behaviour priority.”

End of the road lor county's tol cash 


KENT residents are losing out in 
cash for roads from the Dartford 
crossing tolls and the system needs to 
change, according to county council¬ 
lors. 

KCC’s Cllr Keith Fenin said the 
crossing charging system needed a 
“radical overhaul” in order for local 
motorists to benefit. 

His call follows news that cash 
received by the county authority 
from tolls is set to stop. 

The Department of Transport is 
proposing a discount scheme for driv¬ 
ers in Dartford to pay a £10 registra¬ 
tion fee in return for 50 free crossings 
a year, due to be introduced in the 


autumn. However, the £1 million a 
year which KCC has been getting 
from the tolls towards planned inte¬ 
grated transport schemes is being 
phased out. 

Cllr Fenin, the cabinet member for 
highways, said: “The Dartford tolls 
don’t reduce congestion, they add to 
it. Motorists are repeatedly held up 
in lengthy queues on both sides and 
residents suffer from noise pollution. 

“While Kent has been receiving £1 
million a year in loan sanctions - 
meaning we have been allowed to 
borrow the money - in future we will 
not even get that. 

“The Government is going to divert 


the cash away from Kent into nation¬ 
al transport projects, while we con¬ 
tinue to suffer. 

“There must be better ways of 
doing this which are of benefit to 
more people in Kent. The charging 
system needs a radical overhaul to 
make it fairer for all. 

“As it stands, residents in 
Gravesend won’t get the benefit from 
the proposed discount even though 
they live four kilometres closer to the 
crossing than people living on the 
Essex side who do qualify. 

“We believe in putting the people of 
Kent first. These proposals seem to 
do the opposite.”

Networking day helps pupils to integrate

YOUNGSTERS from different eth¬ 
nic backgrounds came together for 
a networking conference to share 
advice and take part in a variety of 
workshops. 

A total of 117 students from seven secondary 
schools and Mid Kent College, who have 
English as a second language, came to the 
International Student Voice Network confer¬ 
ence at St Simon Stock Catholic School last 
week.

“Being away from your home can be lonely 
and isolating, so giving young people the 
chance to get together and make friends is 
very worthwhile. Ultimately such activities 
will help them to integrate with the wider 
community.” 

Representatives from Connexions led anti¬ 
bullying workshops and offered advice, as well 
as advertising their services to students. 

Kent Youth Service and the Minority 


Communities Achievement Service also held 
workshops. 

More than ten young people seeking asylum 
- some have only been in the country for a 
short time and have not yet joined a school or 
college - also attended the event. 

Mid Kent College student Rahim, 18, who is 
originally from Afghanistan, said: “It was a 
good day and I got the chance to speak to other 
people from Afghanistan and learn about 
many different cultures. 

“I’ve been in England for one and half years, 
and although the language was difficult to 
learn I’m doing OK now and I’m a lot happier 
here.” 

Valley Park student Asmita, 15, also enjoyed 
the day. 

She said: “I liked the Irish dancing at the 
start of the day - that was very good. I enjoyed 
meeting other people too.” 

And 17-year-old Franck, who arrived in 
England from the Ivory Coast three months 
ago and has been in Maidstone for just over a 
week, said: “Some people in the Ivory Coast 
have many problems and need help. 

“I’ve been in England for three months and 
am very, very happy here. I’m learning 
English, meeting new people and enjoying 
playing football.” 

The various activities and opportunities for 
socialising meant students could come togeth¬ 
er to share experiences and individual cul¬ 
tures. 

The students were also given contact sheets 
and activities to encourage them to work 
together and find out more about one another.

MERYL Streep is best 
known for her serious 
roles in films like Out Of 
Africa, so it’s really quite 
hard to imagine her as a 
flamboyant Lycra-clad 
blonde, belting out Super 
Trouper and other camp 
Abba numbers. 

But this is exactly the surpris¬ 
ing transformation the two-time 
Oscar-winner has undergone for 
one of this summer’s brightest 
blockbusters - the film adapt¬ 
ation of the hit musical Mamma 
Mia! 

When we meet at an elegant 
hotel in London, Streep is looking 
her usual demure self - but she’s 
mischievous and keen to dispel 
the idea that she’s out of place in 
musicals. 

“My first Broadway show was a 
musical and then I’d done a lot of 
musicals in high school, so it was 
like coming home to a thing that 
I always loved doing,” she says. 

“I haven’t done many because I 
haven’t done much stage, even 
though I wanted to, in a long 
time... and people are afraid to 
make musicals into movies.” 

Streep heads an impressive 
cast-list as Donna, a hippy mum 
running a guest house on a Greek 
island whose only daughter 
Sophie (Amanda Seyfried) is 
about to get married. 

Unknown to Donna, Sophie has 
pinched her mum’s diary from the 
year she was bom and has invited 
her three potential fathers 
(played by Pierce Brosnan, Colin 
Firth and Stellan Skarsgard) to 
her wedding, although her mum 
hasn’t seen them in 20 years.

I’m there’. 

“I took the kids and we were all 
dancing in the aisles and down 
the street. I bought the album and 
sang the songs for two years.” 

The actress, who has four child¬ 
ren with her husband of almost 
30 years Don Gummer, admits 
she was apprehensive about her 
now grown-up offspring seeing 
their mum in psychedelic 1970s 
gear for some of the big retro 
dance numbers. 

“I was nervous, but then I 
showed them all the stills and 
they’ve already had their mortifi¬ 
cation moment about me wearing 
spandex.

IT may be a cliche, but as I gazed 
toward the sprinkling of tiny islands 
across the mauve waters reflecting 
the sunlight of the bay, I really could 
have been anywhere in the world. 

Yet I was just 28 miles off the coast of main¬ 
land Britain, standing under a palm tree on one 
of the isle of Tresco’s amazing beaches. 

Tresco is arguably the prettiest of the archipel¬ 
ago that is the Isles of Stilly. But this idyllic 
location remains something of a secret; there 
are those ‘in the know’, the lucky few who have 
visited and come back year after year. And then 
there are the rest of us, who would perhaps 
struggle to point to the isles on a map. 

The 2,000 residents - most of whom live on the 
main island of St Mary’s - will happily tell 
you about the Gulf Stream that ensures higher 
temperatures and frost-free winters. 

They might also mention their average wage 
is well under the rest of the UK and they might 
even moan, if light-heartedly, that the whole 
area is part of the Duchy of Cornwall and allows 
Prince Charles to rake in millions each year.

It is a regular in Britain’s top 50 hotels and 
would be a winner in my book even if it were a 
potting shed, simply for its location. As I enjoyed 
a divine meal gazing across Long Point to 
Foreman’s Island while the sun turned the sky 
red, I truly felt Stilly was unbeatable. 

Tresco is the island of choice for many holiday¬ 
makers with its beaches, country walks, spectac¬ 
ular botanical gardens and lifestyle. 

And the Flying Boat Club, with its restaurant 
bar, pool and spa, offers all the facilities of a first- 
class hotel for people staying in the club’s beach 
houses and cottages. 

So why are you flying halfway around the 
world for island isolation, spectacular scenery, 
exceptional service and escape from the crush of 
other holidaymakers?

Cooperation could 
help house market 

THE Home Builders Federation wants 
the Government to do more to help pro¬ 
vide affordable homes to buyers across 
the UK 

Executive chairman Stewart Baseley 
said any moves in this direction would go 
someway to boosting the country’s prop¬ 
erty market and provide greater confi¬ 
dence for both sellers and buyers. 

He said that it was only the private 
sector which could help in this area by 
delivering homes which were at the right 
price for those looking to buy and minis¬ 
ters should ensure that they work as 
closely as possible with developers to 
assist them in any way possible. 

“This will bring much needed confi¬ 
dence to the market,” said Mr Baseley 

Housing minister Caroline Flint has 
unveiled moves in this direction with 
£270 million released through the 
Housing Corporation to build new 
homes. 

The federation called this “a step in the 
right direction” but added more needs to 
be done. 

Government targets for new homes 
include a total of 240,000 to be built 
across the UK each year by 2016. 

Stable interest rate 
predicted by analyst 

INTEREST rates in the UK will remain 
on hold at five per cent until the end of 
this year according to a leading 
economist. 

Ross Walker of the Royal Bank of 
Scotland said the trend of rising infla¬ 
tion rates and a weakening economy 
will keep rates stable for the next five 
months at least. 

He said in reference to decision mak¬ 
ing in today’s economic climate: “The 
Monetary Policy Committee is stuck like 
the proverbial rabbit in the headlights.” 

But he added he felt there would be 
movement next year, most likely in the 
first quarter. 

The Bank of England, which oversees 
interest rates in the UK, is looking at 
how best to combat the credit crunch 
which has combined with high oil prices 
and increased food prices to cause the 
economic downturn. 

The final decision on interest rates is 
the responsibility of the bank’s 
Monetary Policy Committee which 
agreed last week to hold rates at five per 
cent.

New homes from old 


Scheme has seen almost 500 properties brought back to use

A PLAN which is helping 
to create new homes 
across the county by 
bringing long-term 
empty properties back 
into use has exceeded its 
delivery target. 

Following a pioneering pro¬ 
gramme it has spread countywide 
and is aimed at renovating 
derelict properties - which are 
both useless and an eyesore 

Launched in 2005, No Use 
Empty - the Kent Empty 
Property Initiative started as a 
partnership between Kent 


County Council and East Kent 
coastal authorities including 
Dover, Shepway and Thanet. 

Research had earlier revealed 
they had a large number of empty 
homes. 

New figures just released reveal 
that in the past three years, 
almost 500 properties have been 
brought back into use as new, 
good quality homes and the 
remaining district councils from 
across the county have joined the 
initiative. 

The initial three-year target for 
the number of empty properties to 
be returned to use was 372, and 
this figure has been surpassed by 
more than 30 per cent, with a 
total of 487 vacant properties 
given a new lease of life and 
turned into a home. 


Roger Gough, cabinet member 
for regeneration at KCC, said: 
“Empty houses are a scourge on 
our local communities, preventing 
investment and regeneration, 
devaluing surrounding proper¬ 
ties, attracting anti-social behav¬ 
iour and depriving people of a 
much-needed home. 

“In teaming up with local 
authorities from across the coun¬ 
ty, Kent has tackled this issue 
head-on, delivering outstanding 
results which prove this initiative 
is an effective and efficient 
approach to tackling empty 
housing. 

“This success is a great testimo¬ 
ny to the hard work and dedica¬ 
tion of the No Use Empty project 
team, but especially the empty 
property officers from across the 


local district councils. 

“The initiative has been widely 
praised across the UK as a unique 
partnership between county and 
local councils and is a blueprint 
for other councils in the country to 
follow” 

David Ireland, chief executive of 
the Empty Homes Agency, said: 
"No Use Empty has more than 
lived up to its early promise. 

“Not only have the councils pre¬ 
formed well, but the initiative has 
had a catalytic effect encouraging 
others to bring empty homes back 
into use. 

“The numbers of empty homes 
in east Kent has dropped signifi¬ 
cantly over the past three years. 
We think that Kent has created a 
fantastic model that other parts of 
the country should follow”

SNOWBOARDER Callum 
Wilkin scooped the top prize in 
the men’s Big Air competition in 
the Chatham round of the 
British Snow Tour. 

Grove Green-based Wilkin was 
up against some of the country’s 
best snowboarders at the event 
competing in both the Big Air 
and Slopestyle competitions.

Bear tamer Stevens 
helps Spitfires into

DARREN Stevens inspired Kent to victory 
over the Warwickshire Bears to help them 
reach Twenty20 finals day for the second year 
in succession. 

The Spitfires could be the first team to claim 
back-to-back Twenty20 titles after they beat 
the Bears convincingly by 42 runs at 
Edgbaston last Thursday 

Stevens helped his side recover from 60-4 to 
reach 175-6, a total that proved too much for 
the home team. 

The former Leicestershire all-rounder clubbed 
69 from 32 balls which included six fours and 
five sixes and was ably supported at the end by 
power hitter Azhar Mahmood. The Pakistani all- 
rounder smashed an unbeaten 25 from 13 balls 
to help take the game away from the Bears. 

In reply, Warwickshire struggled and when 
Twenty20 specialist Darren Maddy was out 
with score at 78-5, all hope was lost for the 
home side.
